Summary of Hetus from the Far East. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates by this opportunity are to the 15th Nov., but there is 
nothing of any importance. The following telegram, received 
on the 5th, has however caused considerable excitement :— 

Shanghai, Dec. 7. 

Intelligence received here announces that’ a political revolu- 
tion has taken place in Japan. The Tycoon has resigned. It 
is supposed that the foreign relations of Japan will not be pre- 
judiced by the change. An adjournment of the opening of the 
new ports for a few months is, however, considered probable. 

The following is an extract from another letter from Mr. 
Seare :—At Osaka the authorities are making rapid progress 
with the works: they have established a regular board of 
works on the spot. Hundreds of workmen were hard at it 
when I left on Sunday la:‘t—making the sea wall—pulling down 
houses, filling up the hollow places, &., &. I can assure you 
that the Government is thoroughly in earnest, and with the 
amount of labour at their command I see no reason whatever 
to prevent their fulfilling their promise of having the conces- 
sion for foreigners ready by tho 1st of January. 

The ground plan has been e\ightly altered. On remeasure- 
ment the settlement turns out t.2 be a little larger than was at 
first estimated ; it contains 14,3.00 tsuboes. Additional ground 
is to be got also by reducing the width of the roads from 365 to 
30 feet ; and by making the lots si'ightly smaller, varying from 
306 to 384 tsuboes, save two lots w hich measure 244 and 248 
tsuboes ; they have thus been increasi2d in number to 28. The 
main points of the plan are preserved ; the bund will still go 
all round the settlement, and the two ,disecting thoroughfares 
will be retained, slightly diminished in width, as I have said 
Ido not send you a copy of the amended plan till it 
has received the sauction of the Ministers, .but it will be in the 
bands of the merchants of Yokohama, of cou.tse, in ample time. 

The conditions of sale are also before the authorities, but I 
have not yet received their decision upon them’. They will in 
many points be the same as those of the Blu:T Land sale at 
Yokohama. The main points of difference prop: eed are : that 
one firm or other purchaser shall only be allowea’ to purchase 
one lot, and that no leases shall be transferable und er a term of 
three years—save in the event of death or bank: uptcy, and 
then such lease shall only be transferable to a pur. zhaser not 
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already a holder. All this has been proposed in order to shut 
out mere land-speculators. I hope sincerely that these pro- 
posals will receive the sanction of the Powers that be. 

The settlement at Kobe is simply a “magnificent” site. A 
finer situation for a great city does not’ exist, I belicve, in the 
whole world, There are noble mountains in the rear, and the 
plain slopes downwards from their feet, gradually, to the shores 
of @ lovely bay. I went partly over the ground intended for 
the settlement yesterday with the Vice-Governor, It measures 
in round numbers 70,000 tsnboes, and he told me there were 
Betwoen four arid five thousand men then employed upon the 
works. The sites for the Custom-house and bonded warehouses 
are already determined on. The Custom-house isto bea build- 
ing of pretence, two stories high ; the lower part for commercial, 
the upper part for political uses. The plan for so large an area 
as I have mentioned—70,000 tsubocs, will naturally take some 
time to prepare, but the Ministers onght to have it very shortly.

SHANGHAI. 

The dates are now down to the 25th Nov. 
aletter from Newchwang :— 

“The season is one of extraordinary miidness. The wild 
fowl have not yet been tempted away, and all the reports from 
the upper course of the river induce a belief that ships may 
remain with impunity until the end of the month. A grave 
responsibility thus falls on masters of vessels, who relying on 
the early appearance of ice in some former years, may have, 
without reaching the river, presumed that the port would be 
closed, and at once made use of the clause on their bills of 
lading, which permits them—should such be the case—to Jand 
their cargoes at Chefoo. The business year closes with most satis- 
factory results and most hopeful prospects. Despite the pre- 
sent lowness of price, the quantity of opium imported will 
equal that of the preceding year, whilst manufactures of every 
description have enjoyed an unlooked for popularity.” 

The Customs Report of trade at Shanghai for the month of 
September shows a decrease in the import of Grey Shirtings 
from 236,000 to 93,000, as compared with the previous year ; 
of T-Cloths from 37,000 to 20,000 ; of English and American 
Drills from 24,000 to 228 ; of Camlets from 17,000 to 5,000 ; 
of Long Ells from 23,000 to 11,000 ; of Coals of all sorts from 
17,000 to 4,000 tons ; and of Iron from 11,000 to 2,000 piculs. 
Lustres, almost alone, show an increase from 8,000 to 28,090 
pieces. Chintzes are nearly the same as last year.

A meeting of the North China Insurance Company was held 
on the 18th. Present Messrs. Bryans, chairman, Lavers, Beil, 
Duncanson and Michie, directors, and several. sharcholders. 

The CrAirMAn, referring to the motive of the present meeeting, which 
had been av'journed from the 18th ult., to hear thy: opinion of the directors 
regarding the advisability of establishing a sep:srate agency in London, 
read a resolution passed at the commencement, of the present triennial 
term, to the effect that the agency should be left in Messrs. Ashton and 
Co.’s hands, ‘his resolution had been communicated to Messrs. Ashton 
in a manner which would lead them to supp ose that the agency would be 
left in their hands during the whole of the term; and the directors were 
of opinion that to take any contrary action. previous to the expiry of that 
term would be a breach of faith. The directors would, of course, bow to 
the wishes of the shareholders in the ma‘cter, but he had no doubt that a 
knowledge of the circumstances had induced a change in public opinion 
since the last meeting. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Groom, the Secretary said that the meet- 

ing in which the resolution referred to by the chairman had been passed 
comprised 29 shareholders, represent ing 119 shares. 
h The Caarrman added that the ¢irectors had also been asked to give an 
estimate of the probable yearly corst of a separate agency. They could, of 
course, only do so approximatesy ; but thought it would probably be 
£3,000 to £3,500. He would be glad, now, to hear any remarks by the 
gentlemen who had been active at the last meeting. 

Mr. Marrvanp still though’, the general opinion of the shareholders was, 
that the agency should be ca rried on independently. When he brought a 
proposal for the establishme,nt of a separate agency before the last meet- 
ing he certainly was not aware of the existence of that resolution. It 
seemed extraordinary th’st the company should be bound by it. There 
might be many reasons- —40, 50, or 100—why a company should take its 
agency out of the hane,s of persons previously employed; thought it was 
neither necessary nor ‘advisable to bring them all forward. It was sufficient 
to say that it wast’) the interest of the company to take the proposed 
step, and he thought if the matter were laid fairly before the London 
agents they would gee that it was so. Many people would take shares in 
the company if its agency were conducted separately, who would not do 
so now. It was the duty of shareholders to louk after the interests of the 
company, and t') do whatever they thought most conducive to those in- 
terests; and hr; certainly thought it was advisable to establish a separate 
London agence’ ¢ before the commencement of the new term. 

Mr. DuNc/.xson: Mr. Maitland bad eaid there might be forty, fifty, or 


a hundred reasons for changing the agency. Perhaps he would give half 
@ dozen of them, 
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Mr. MairLanp had also said that it was not desirable to specify the 
reasons which might exist. The one he had given, that it was to the in- 
terest of the company, was quite sufficient. He proposed :— 

“That on and after the Ist July, 1868, or as soon after as possible, the 
business of the company in London be placed in the hands of a secretary, 
who shall act under the supervision of a consulting directory, to consist 
of three shareholders.” 

Mr. OVERWEG seconded the proposal. 

Mr. Groom bad asked that the question should be adjourned from the 
previous meeting, not because he was opposed to a separate agency, but to 
give the shareholders time to examine the position. ‘They now found that 
a resolution had been carried at a previous meetin g, with only one dissen- 
tient voice out of twenty-nine, in favour of the agency being left in 
Messrs, Ashton and Co.'s hands. Being informed «of this resolution Measrs. 
Ashion had probably gone to some expense wit!a a view to carry on the 
agency; and he thought that unless some plain and good reason were 
given for tho change, it would be unfair to remove the agency from their 
hands. To do so would be to cast a slur on their good name. He had no 
doubt that, if it became generally known that they had been firat ap- 
pointed agents for the whole term of the present company, and that the 
agency had been withdrawn from them before t:he expiry of that term, 
their credit would suffer. He (Mr. G.) was stron gly in favour of a special 
agency, but did not think that, in face of the iesolution just read, such 
should be estavlished till the end of the current three years. The end 
would be met by passing a resolution to establish a separate agency at the 
end of that term. He would propose, therefore— 

“ That it is the opinion of this meeting that tbe interests of this com— 
pany would be better looked after by a seyarnte agency in London, and 
that measures be taken to establish such on the 1st January, 1869.” 

Mr. Micure seconded the amendment. He did not think the company 
would gain in public estimation by such a change in policy as was pro- 
posed—if the shareholders were found ananimo usly voting one way at one 
time, and another way at another time, without any ostensible change in 
the circumstances. With regard to Mr. Maitland's remark that they 
were not bound by the previous resolution, it might be true legaily ; bat 
he (Mr. Michie) apprehended that the same law applied to companies as to 
private individuals. Neither could honourably ignore an engagement. It 
might have been foolish to pass such a resolution, but, having done so, 
they were bound to abide by it. And, after all, the matter seemed of 
small importance, as the company had only six months longer to ran after 
the date proposed for the change. 

Mr. Macca. remarked that one argument used by Mr. Maitland in 
favour of the change had been a saving of expense; a private oftice would 
cost less than the present system. But he (the speaker) thought the ex- 
penses attending the change would counterbalance any saving during the 
current six months. 

Mr. Hoca thought the object of Mr. Maitland’s resolution had been 
actually accomplished, as an expression of opinion in favour of a separate 
agency had been obtained. They had seen the growth of opinion, from 
the one dissentient shareholder on the previous occasion, till it became 
general. A decided opinion had alsc been elicited from at least one 
director (Mr. Michie) that the present system should not be ccntinued.. 
Mr. Maitland’s resolution was, in fact, accomplished within six months. 

Mr. MAITLAND agreed that his object had been to a certain extent ac- 
complished. But he still thought the present directors should establish a 
separate agency. If they did not, if they waited for the new directors to 
act, they would not have the office in operation till well on in the first year 
of the new company. And he thought it was very desirable that it 
should be in working order at the outset of their operation. Referring to 
Mr. Maccall’s remarks, he (the speaker) certainly had used the argument 
that a saving in expense would be effected; but he had used it with re- 
ference to a term of years, not merely to six months. Mr. Michie had 
said the circumstances were not chinged from the time when the former 
resolution was passed. He thought they had very materially altered. If 
the changes were not mentioned they were understood. 

The CitarrMAN had no doubt the present directors would act as a pro- 
visional committee, in making arran,zements for the establishment of a 
separate agency. 

Mr. Marrtanp: Am I to understand that the directors pledge them- 
selves to act as a provisional committee to establish the new office ? 

Mr. Hoae thought if they did so it was not worth while to make the 
change for the sake of six months; but it was very desirable the agency 
should be conducted separately in future. 

Mr. Tate endorsed Mr. Hoge’s remark. As the unfortunate one who 
had stood alone on a former occasion, he was very well content to see tha 
growth of the opinion he had then maintained. He thought there was 
no dissent from it now, but he certainly atta ched weight to that resolution. 

A paragraph stipulating that the director: should act as a provisional 
committee for the establishment of the new ottice was added to Mr. Groom's 
amendment, which was put to the meeting in the following form, and 
carried unanimously, Mr. Maitland withdrawing his resolution :— 

“That it is the opinion of this meeting that the interests of the company 
would be better served by the establishment of a special agency in London, 
and that the directors should be empowered to raake the necessary arrange- 
ments for the establishment of such special ugency for the new ternt 
1869-72 ;, the agency for the present term being left as heretofore in 
Messrs. Ashton and Co.’s hands.” 











HONG KONG. 
Dates are down to the morning of the 1st Dec., and the fol- 
lowing are the details of the 
FIRE AT HONG KONG, 
(From the Daily Press of Nov. 429th.) 


A conflagration, which has proved far moi‘e extensive even 
than the great fire which occurred about this time lest year, 
broke out on Thursday night about seven o’clock in a godown, 
partly on the Praya, and partly in a private lane leading up to 
the Queen’s-road, adjoining the premises of ;M/essrs. Schellhass 
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and Co. The godown was, we believe, in the occupation of 
Meests. Morgan, Lambert, and Co., and was filled with cotton. 
A® soon as the cotton was thoroughly on fire the flames 
wught the verandahs of Messrs. Schellhase’s house, which, 
being entirely of wood, were immediately in a blaze, By this 
time the fire had made itself known all over the town, 
and what few engines there are in readiness for such emergencies 
gradually collected. Bodies of police, soldiers, and sailors were 
matched down to the scene of the fire, and the Governor, the 
Commodore, Colonel Burne, and large numbers of military and 
naval officers were soon on the ground ; but it was generally 
noticed that, as on the occasion of the other great fire, there 
‘was 4 total want of organisation and method. Everyone was 
ready and willing to work, but their efforta were wasted for 
want of concentration. Good service was done, however, by 
the P. and O. steam fire-engine, owing to which the fire was 
prevented from extending eastward. The premises of Messrs. 
John Burd and Co., which immediately adjoined the fire, were 
thus saved. The verandah was partly burned, but was pulled 
down in time. 

By the time that Schellhass and Co.’s hoase was thoroughly 
jn flames the fire crept round at the back and set on fire a large 
godown full of saltpetre, which emitted volumes of intensely 
white flame and lit up the whole harbour and western part of 
thetown. Next door but one to the godown which first took 
fire was one belonging to Messrs. Gibb, Livingston, and Co., 
but, although completely embraced by the fire, it strangely 
emovgh escaped. As the fire was creeping on the westward the 
engineers blew up some Chinese houses on the Praya between the 
fire and the harbour-master’s office, with the view of stopping 
the progress of the flames. Instead of having this effect, how- 
ever, the explosion merely set the town alight in a new place. 
In a few minutes the houses adjoining those blown up were 
in flames, and then, having fairly seized on the thickly 
built Chinese houses, constructed chiefly of wood, they soon 
asserted a mastery over thé whole district between the Queen’s- 
road and the Praya, from Cross-roads to the harbour-master’s 
office. The premises of Messrs. Blackhead, and Messrs. Phillips, 
Moore and Co. were saved by great efforts. Jervois-street has, 
however, been altogether swept away, together with part of 
Bonham-strand. The fire did not cross the Queen’s-road itself, 
except to the extent of burning 4 few verandahs, which were 
extinguished, By pulling down aud blowing up houses to the 
‘westward, the fire was prevented from spreading further down 
the Queen’s-road than two or three hundred yards, but is still 
continuing its progress along Bonham-strand. 

The military authorities continued to blow up houses all 
night, and the heavy explosions resounded at intervals above 
the roar of the fire and the crowds, Several accidents have 
taken place, though we can give but few particulars of them 
just yet. Some men of the 73rd were hurt, and there has been 
some loss of life amongst the Chinese, though this can hardly 
be estimated correctly at present. 

November 30. 

The fire, which is even yet smouldering and burning among 
the most densely populated portion of the city, is one that will 
be long remembered in the annals of Hong Kong, both on 
account of the vest amount of property destroyed, and the ex- 
posure which was so unhappily displayed of the total inability 
and absence of any one responsible person to take the lead, and 
direct the meritorious efforts of those who were ready and 
willing to work for the salvation of life and property. On all 
sides but one voice is heard, and that is universal condemna- 
tion of the total disorganisation which prevailed, and it is the 
common opinion that had such an individual been in existence, 
we should not be called upon to chronicle the melancholy loss 
of life and terrible destruction of property which occurred here on 
Thursday night. The whole system from the commencement was 
one grand and disgraceful mistake. The naval authorities squabbled 
‘with the military and snubbed the police, who, in turn, wanted 
to direct the energy of private individuals, and were told to go to 
for their pains. The Surveyor-General was placed under 
arrest by a sentry, and the Governor had some of the hose 
played on him. A Chinaman was allowed to stand on the roof 
of a house while it was blown up, and then the explosion caused 
the fire to break out in a fresh place. ‘The police were 
nowhere, the soldiers and sailors ditto. The men were willing 
enough to work, but what were they to cdo when squab- 
ling wes going on among their officers, and  con- 
trary orders were given on every hand. It is the 
prevailing opinion, and there is no reason to . doubt its 
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soundness, that had some half-a-dozen houses been judiciously 
blown up at the commencement, the conflagration would have 
been stayed, or confined at all events to very narrow limits ; but 
what could be expected, when one of the horse patrols had to 
ride three times backwards and forwards between the fire and 
one of the military magazines, before an ounce of powder could 
be obtained, and eventually the needful supply had to be brought 
on shore from the Ocean ? 

The fire originated in a godown divided by a narrow lane 
from Messrs, Schellhass and Co.’s premises, and facing the 
Praya one of a block of nine similar buildings extending to the 
back of Messrs. Blackhead and Co.’s premises in Queen’s-road. 
In this godown cotton had been landed during the day, aud 
doubtless the coolies had been smoki'g or usiug open lights ac- 
cording to their prevailing custom, but at all events, shortly 
after seven o’clock on Thursday evening flames burst from thi3 
building, and immediately communicated with the large wooden 
verandah on the first floor of Messrs. Schellhass and Co.’s 
house, which was immediately in a blaze. The venetian shutters 
then caught, and in a short time the whole house was on fire. 
Some of the most valuable property was saved, but most of -the 
furniture, &., was totally destroyed. At this time there wasa 
light air from about E.N.E., but not sufficient to fan the flame 
to any extent. Immediately on the alarm being given, the 
water-police engines arrived on the spot, but although well 
handled their power was totally inadequate to extinguish the 
flames, and they could only attempt to arrest their further pro- 
gress. Shortly afterwards engines (such as they are) began to 
arrive from all quarters ; from the barracks, from the naval 
yard, from the other police stations, and from private houses, 
the P. and O. Company’s, and Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and 
Co.’s steam engines all came to the spot, accompanied by bodies 
of police, seamen, soldiers, marines, aud private fire-men, and 
commenced to play upon the fire; then arose a scene of in- 
describable confusion, everbody working on his own hook. The 
steamers Aiu Aiang and Fung Shuey, which were lying along- 
side the Canton Wharf, finding it rather hot work, hauled off, 
and made fast to buoys outside ; but long before this the alarm 
had spread among the Chinese inhabitants in the neighbour- 
hood, and a universal stampede took place. Coolies armed 
with short swords rushed about, carrying merchandise of all 
descriptions, which was either placed in boats which crowded 
to the Praya, or taken to houses deemed to be beyoud the 
reach of the fire; and the waste ground between the Canton 
wharf and the harbour-master’s offive was crowded with spec- 
tators. At this time had some of the Chinese houses to the 
westward of Cunningham’s godowns been blown down the 
fire would have been stayed. As it was, the verandahs 
of Messrs, John Burd and Co.’s house, next door to the 
enstward of Schellass’s, began to take fire, but were cut 
away, and through the skilful manipulation of some of the 
hose (we believe one belonging to the P. and O. Co.’s 
fire engine and the other to the water-police), the fire was 
prevented from extending to the eastward, but to the westward 
the three godowns nearest the Praya, and the premises known 
as Cunningham’s property, were in a blaze. Messrs. Gibb’s 
large godown fronting on the Praya, standing between theso 
and a range of Chinese houses extending westward to the 
harbour-master’s office, and embracing the premises of Messrs. 
Freerks, Rodatz and Co., alone seemed formed to resist the,fury 
of the fire, and on this the engines on the Praya played con- 
tinually, and succeeded in diverting the fire from the front towards 
Queen’s-road. About this time, and not before, the happy thought 
struck some one that it would be advisable, in order to stop 
the conflagration, to blow up some of the Chinese houses to the 
westward, and preparations were made accordingly. A mounted 
messenger ‘was despatched to the military magazine for the 
necessary supply of powder, and it is reported that he had to 
ride three times backwards and forwards, a distance of nearly 
three miles, before the officer could be found who had charge of 
the key of the magazine. In the meantime the necessary 
supply was brought from H.M.S. Ocean, and the train 
was laid, but through some mismanagement or inadvertance, 
instead of having the desired end, this measure only brought 
the fire further westward, and it broke out in a fresh place io 
Bonham-strand. Want of water on the verge of the Praya can- 
not be alleged as an excuse. An unfortunate Chinaman had 
been seen standing on the top of these houses when the ex- 
plosion took place, but be was not visible afterwards. In the 
meantime, the fire to the eustward was blasing up grandly. 
One of the godowns contained a large quantity of salt- 
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petre, oil, &., and this, combined with the cotton, threw up 
a splendid glare, lighting the upper part of the town and the 
Peak so that at times the flagstaff, 1,800 ft. above the level, 
was actually visible, and this blaze continued at intervals for 
hours. The fire was prevented from catching either of the 
other six godowns opposite the premises of Messrs. Arnhold, 
Karberg and Co., and crept round towards Messrs. Blackhead 
and Co.’s large stores facing Queen’s-road. Making a jump of 
about twenty yards, the fire skirted the back of Gibb’s godown, 
on which the hoses from the maius in Queen’s-road were play- 
ing without intermission, and took some Chinese houses facing 
on Queen’s road. Blackhead’s premises were then in the 
utmost danger ; the large wooden verandahs were dragged down 
and the hoses kept playing on the western side of the house. 
Having once caught these old Chinese houseg, composed in a 
great measure of wood, the fire ran down the north side 
of the Cross-roads with the utmost rapidity and crossed 
over to the south side, embracing the angle of Queen’s- 
road. Here the blue-jackets were in full force and 
some good work was done. Several houses were pulled 
down and some blown up, and the fire was prevented 
from extending more than about 200 yards, and diverted to 
Jervois-street, so that in a short time that triangular piece of 
ground embracing Jervois-street and Bonham-strand, and 
crossed by Morrison and Cleverly-streets from Queen’s-road to 
the harbour-master’s office, was, with the exception of the 
houses in Queen’s-road, nearly all embraced by the conflagra- 
tion, and the fire had certainly got the upper hand. At one 
time it crossed over to the south side of Queen’s-road, and 
some of the verandahs were in a blaze, but were fortunately 
extinguished before any amount of damage was done. Many 
houses were blown up during the night, and explosions could 
be heard at intervals, but, as previously stated, everyone went 
on his own hook and did as he liked. The want of organisa- 
tion was so visible that everyone remarked it. Having got 
hold of this densely-packed part of the town, stored too with 
valuable merchandise, and embracing some of the wealthiest 
Chinese hongs in the city, the fire continued to blaze away 
until after daylight, but was gradually got under, and although 
the ruins are still smouldering, there is no immediate danger of 
another outbreak. 

It is, of course, impossible as yet to come to the slightest 
estimate of the damage done, but the loss must be very great, 
and much of the Chinese property was uninsured, which will 
bring further distress on this already sufficiently unfortunate 
colony. A very melancholy accident has happened. The boat- 
swain of H.M.S. Perseus died in consequence of injuries sus 
tained at the fire ; two men from the Ocean are reported “ miss- 
ing,” as are several Chinese, and some men of the 73rd Regi- 
ment have been ivjured, but the actual loss of life has yet not 
been ascertainod, Half the inhabitants of Hong Kong were up 
all night watching the progress of the fire, and H. E. the Gover- 
nor, Commodore Jones, Colonel Burne, the commanders of the 
men-of-war in harbour, and other officers, were also present. At 
one period, in the shifting of a hose, it is said that his 
Exceilency received a full dose direct from the nozzle, which 
compelled him to retire for a time and change his apparel. Bat, 
above all, the conduct of certain Europeans must be made pub- 
lic. Fortunately for themselves, their names are unknown. 
They entered the shops of the terrified storekeepers, &c., who 
were endeavouring to save their property by removal, or stand- 
ing gazing in fear aud trembling at the approach of the confla- 
gration near their own dwellings ; these disgraces to humanity 
eutered the shops, kicked and cuffed the unfortunate Chinese 
about, and helped themselves to whatever they liked. A naval 
officer and two other “gentlemen ” were walking up Goughtreet 
steps, and on their way the trio amused themselves with 
shoving down every unfortunate Chinaman they met carrying a 
bundle, and eventually the officer snatched a lamp from one 
man, who at the head of his property was piloting a gang of 
coolies, and when he asked for his lamp back the gallant fol- 
lower of Nelson knocked him down. Pretty sport for “an 
offi-er and a gentleman.” Some of the blue-jackets and marines 
made a dive into Messrs. Blackhead’s store, for the ostensible 
purpose of getting a coil of rope to pull down sundry houses, 
but made a slight mistake and were seen to emerge with sundry 
armfuls of bottles, the contents of which were quickly stowed 
away. Altogether there was far too much “ grog” knocking 
about, and some civilians, apparently imitating the soldiers and 
sailors, appeared to make the fire an excuse for getting 
“ glorious.” The Hong Kong thieves were in full force, and 
looting was going on to an enormous extent, but numbers were 
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captured by the police, carrying off all sorts of strange articles, 
and very often the police-constables made a mistake and arrested 
an unfortunate man who was trying to save his own or his em- 
ployer’s property. Many Chinese, seeing respectable Europeans 
whom they knew, begged for their protection or escort for their 
property to a place of safety. 

This morning a party of European prisoners are employed ia 
pulling down the tottering walls, some of which are in a 
dangerous condition, and constables are stationed at the street 
corners to prevent people from passing through the ruins, 

ANOTHER ACOOUNT, 

Public’attention has been almost entirely absorbed by the 
great fire here, which raged from 7 p.m. of 28th to 5 aw. of 
29th. It commenced in a European godown on the sea front, 
about two houses westward of Gilman’s Bazaar, and, owing to a 
want of proper organisation of the abundant. restrictive means 
at control, it spread westward, destroying from 200 to 400 of 
the better class of China houses. A large quantity of Indian 
cotton especially, and other merchandise, was destroyed in the 
European house, and few European godowns burnt ; but Messrs. 
John Burd and Co. and Gibb, Livingstone and Co., escaped 
almost miraculously, and the contents of their warehouses would 
have largely swelled the loss already heavy. The Chinese had 
time to run out their goods, and have lost comparatively little 
in the way of merchandise, but are of course very much un- 
settled, and it will take them some time to resume busiuesa, and 
we fear will run us too close to China New Year for any exten- 
sive transactions before the spring. The losses by local and 
home insurance offices is estimated at about $400,000, and there 
may be about as much more in house property and merchandise 
uninsured. ; 


The following is from the Overland Trade Report :—} ' 

“There is reason to hope that the cotton combination at 
Canton, to which readers of this Report will have seen so many 
allusions lately, is in a fair way to be crushed, if, indeed, it 
may not be considered as already destroyed. As soon as the 
designs of the Canton men who framed the resolutions of the 
cotton guild became known, the Hong Kong Government ad- 
dressed through the Consul at Canton a strong remonstrance 
to the Viceroy, the result of which promises to be highly 
gratifying. The Viceroy communicated to the Consul his pro- 
mise to impose an abeolute prohibition on the measures con- 
templated by the guild. The guild had endeavoured to estab- 
lish a system of fines to be imposed upon cotton dealers who 
should violate its commands by buying cotton or cotton yarn in 
Hong Kong, but as they are threatened with the terrific con- 
sequences of a Chinese potentate’s displeasure if they attempt 
to carry out this idea, it may probably be regarded as a failure. 
The promised proclamation, indeed, has not yet been issued, 
and without it the guild merchants would naturally suppose 
that the Viceroy’s despatch to the Consul was all gas, but there 
is no reason to believe that the Provincial Government has any 
intention in this case of evading a promise voluntarily made, 

“The newest trouble,in Hong Kong at present is the Praya 
difficulty. This matter has assumed a new phase. To make 
this understood it may perhaps be necessary to recapitulate the 
facts of the case. The Praya having been destroyed by the late 
typhoon, the local Government contends that the marine lot- 
holders are bound to pay a ‘fair and reasonable proportion ° 
towards the expense of repairs. There is certainly a clause in 
the leases which binds the lot-holders to pay towards the repair 
of something, but they maintain that this clause has reference 
to private roads, drains, &c., within their property, and not to 
the Praya at all. The Praya was in the first instance con- 
structed by the lot-holders and handed over to the Go- 
vernment as part of the price of their lots; but being so 
handed over, they argue, became entirely chargeable for 
repairs on the public. The Attorney-General was understood 
to give an opinion that the lot-holders were legally responsible 
under the leases, but they, in reliance on their conviction that 
no such responsibility had ever been intended, and was inequit- 
able in principle, broke up a conference on the subject with the 
Colonial Secretary, to which they had been invited by the 
Government, and handed in a letter, explicitly refusing to en- 
tertain the idea of contributing. The Government took um- 
brage at this, and after the lapse of a week or ten days, during 
which the lot-holders remained in the same attitude, wrote a cir- 
cular letter stating that the Attorney-General was instructed to 
institute proceedings in the least vexatious manner possible, for 
the purpose of obtaining from the Supreme Court-an enuncia- 
tion of the law. There the matter rests just now. The Govern- 
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ment letter has been considered by the lot-holders as ‘ insulting.’ 
The quarrel is somewhat bitter and embarrassing, and it is 
difficult to see where it will end. Public opinion is decidedly 
in favour of the lot-holders, so far as the substantial merits of 
the case are concerned.” 

Mr. D. R. Crawford has been prosecuted for endorsing a Bill 
of Exchange without the paper stamp and fined $25.

Commercial Beport 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

YononamA.—The import market has been almost at a standstill. Some 
few sales of Grey Shirtings have been made at previous rates. In Cotton 
Yarn a considerable decline has taken place, owing to larger arrivals from 
China, and even at the reduction it has been difficult to place any count 
288. to 32s. Camlets: For good assortments there has been some little 
inquiry, and rates have remained firm. Of White Shirtings sales could 
only be effected at a reduction on quoted rates. Velvets have been rather 
more inquired for. Fancy goods have been in most cases unsaleable, ex- 
cept for especial colours or certain assortments. In Metalsfthere has been 

a small inquiry for Nail Rod Iron at unremunerative rates. 
Suanguat—Cotton Goods: There has been for the most part a drag- 
ging business during the period under review. Grey Shirtings, ye 
weight, exhibit a decline of 5 candareens per piece as compared with those 
ruling last mail; the demand has latterly been sluggish, in consequence of 
the approaching closing of the Northern ports. For White Shirtings there 
has been a fair demand, their low values having attracted the attention of 
buyers. T-Cloths have met with only a small inquiry, and to effect sales 
lower prices have in some instances been submitted to. Fancy Goods have 
deen most difficult to move, at even the low rates ruling. Woollens: 
— Stripes have been taken to a fair extent at very low prices. For 
and Habit Cloths the inquiry has been of the faintest description. 
Camiete of SS make have beea in good demand at the low marginal quo-

tations. Long Ells, both Scarlet and Assorted colours, have been dull of 
sale. Lastings have not been asked for. Plain and Figured Orleans have 
further declined in value. Metals: Fiat and Round Nail Rod Iron and 
Hoop Iron have advanced 20 to 40 candareens per picul, and business has 
beon restricted by the almost total absence of stocks. Lead has been taken 
to a moderate extent for Chinese Government requirements. Tin Plates 
and Steel have continued in demand at higher figures. 

Hanxkow.—The demand for manufactured goods has been again small, 
but the prices have been fairly supported, and in some instance show an 
advance on last mail’s quotations. Grey Shirtings have been in but 
limited inquiry, but higher prices have latterly been established; say 
tls. 2.3.8. to 2.4.2 per piece for 7 Ibs., and tls. 2.6.2. to 2.5.5. for 84 to 
84 Ibs. weight. White Shirtings have met with bat little favour. 

-Cloths have met with a small demand, but the improvement noticed in 
last report has been since lost. Fancy Cottons have found buyers, and 
Dyed Damasks and Brocades of suitable assortments, being scarce, are 
rather firmer. Camlets have continued in demand at last values. Last- 
ings have only been saleable in small lots. Long Ells have met with 
little attention, and a reduction of 1 mace per piece has been established 
in the value of HH. goods. Figured Orleans have been neglected and 
prices have a weakening tendency. Metals, Lead, and Quicksilver, are 
unchanged in value, and for the latter there is still some irquiry. 

Nixcro.—The imports have included 25 bales of Grey Shirtings, 8 
bales American Drills, and 127 bales other piece goods. Also 2,527 slabs 
of Block Tin, which is in demand at quotations. Quotations are :—Shirt- 
ings, Grey, 54 catty $2.80, 64 catty $3.20, 74 catty $4.60. White Spot, 
$8.90. Dyed Spot, $3.60. White Brocades, $4.10. Dyed Brocades, 
$4.50. American Drills, 40 yards, $5.10 to 5.60. English Drills, 30 
yards, $4.10. Camlets, $18. Long Ells, scarlet, $19 to 19.50, assorted, 
$9 to 9.50. Spanish Stripes, Lustres, $8. Lead, 7.20. Tin, Block, 
$25.80; Plates, $9. Iron, Nail Rod, $3.80. 

Hone Hona.—Grey Shirtings: Have received only a very limited 
amount of attention and the majority of the goods sold have beenfat $3.15, 
which may be considered the best price for average quality goods. Sales 
reported embrace 6,000 pieces in all, say 500 pieces 7lbs. at $2.40 and 
5,550 pieces 8} Ibs. at $3.15 to 8.20. White Shirtings : Have been entirely 
neglected, and the only transaction reported is a parcel of 400 pieces 
common 66 reed at $2.35 to 2.55. T-Cloths: A decline in the last ruling 
rates for these goods must be reported, but notwithstanding the concessions 
made by holders meeting the market, only a small business has been done and 
very small portion of which has been sales to arrive, dealers having had 
an opportunity of supplying their wants to a limited extent at public 
auction. Transactions embrace 13,755 pieces, say 700 pieces, 6 lbs., at 
$2.25; 9,875 pieces, 7 lbs., at $2.70 to 2.90; and 3,180 pieces, 8 Ibs., at 
$3.45 to 3.50. About 4,000 pieces damaged have been disposed of by 
auction. Fancy Cottons: The only business during the fortnight com- 
prises 240 pieces Eyed Spots, at $4.25; 240 pieces Dyed Brocades, at 
$4.40; and 600 pieces Turkey Red, at $2.95 to 3.10. Drills: A sale of 
1,100 pieces English is reported at $2.40. Woollens of all descriptions 
have sbared in the general dulness prevailing, and attracted scarcely any 
attention; 900 pieces Long Ells and 72 pieces Medium Cloth have been 
placed at auction. Otber transactions comprise 48 pieces Medium Cloths 
at 80 cents to $1.40 per yard; 100 pieces Spanish Stripes, at 87 cents; 
410 pieces Camlet, at $17 to 17.80; 220 pieces Lastings, at $16 to 18; 
and 200 pieces Long Ells, at $9.20. Cotton Yarn: Affected by the com- 
bination of the cotton guild and yarn merchants, this article has been 
without the least inquiry throughout the fortnight, and the only transac- 
tion is a lot of 180 bales sea damaged placed at auction, and which sold 
heavily. Metals have been in moderate demand, but there is no special 
feature to report. Sales include 2,200 piculs Nail Rod Iron, at $3.30; 
2,000 piculs Bar, at $3.05; 1,200 piculs Hoop, at $3.75 to 3.95; and 
700 boxes Tin Plates at $6.95 to 7.00. 


CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 
TEA. 

YoxouamMa.—There is no new feature to report in the business done 
during the fortnight. The China, from San Francisco, having brought 
unfavourable news of the home markets, tended to slacken business for the 
moment, but, large arrivals from the country having come to hand in the 
meantime, there is now a plentiful supply on offer, and musters are brought 
forward more freely; consequently, business has been again resumed, 
causing settlements to reach about 4,000 piculs. Good Common and 
Medium leaf has been purchased at mach lower rates, but the higher 
grades do not show any decline on former prices. Stocks were heavy, 
being estimated at about 7,500 piculs. Quotations are :—Common to 
Good, $18 to 23 per picul ; Medium, $24 to 26 do.; Good to Fine, $28 to 
80 do.; Fine and Finest, $31 to 86 do.; Choice, $38 to 40 do. 

Suancuai.—Black Teas: The continuing decrease in supplies has kept 
the market very firm, and more than three-fourths of the moderate settle- 
ments have been by one firm. There is no change to note in prices, which 
are still twopence for Oopacks and one penny for Oonams above the equi- 
valent of last London quotations. The stock is being gradually absorbed, 
and there is no reason to expect any decline in prices. Recent arrivals 
have been nearly all common Qonams, of which the stock now chiefly 
consists. Settlements have been as follows:—3,100 chests common 
Oopack and Ningchow, at tls. 19 to 21; 1,200 chests common Oonam, 
at tls. 16.5 to 18.5. Reshinments, 1,800 chests. Stock, 53,000 chests. 
Green Teas: The arrival of the American mail, via San Francisco, on the 
14th of November, caused a momentary depression in the market, but buyers 
goon recovered from the effects of the advices received, and settlements 
proceeded on the former scale at fully former prices. Second and third 
crop Teenkais and Moyunes of inferior quality and proportion have been 
bought at four and tive taels over what was paid for the first crops six 
weeks previously. This activity is partly to be attributed to a belief 
that the whole crop will be less than last year’s; this cannot yet 
be predicted with any certainty, bat there is no doubt that the 
demand will stimulate growers to pack all the leaf they can collect. 
The stock comprises very little that can be called even by cum- 
parison fine tea. About one-fifth of the settlements have been for the 
English market. The fortnight’s settlements comprise :— 19,000 half- 
chests, fair to fine Moyune, at Tis. 86.0.0 to 48.0.0% 9,500 half-cheste, 
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to fine Teenkais, at Tis. 86.00 to 48.5.0; 4,906 half-chests, common to 
fair Pingsueys, at Tls. 28.0.0 to 36.0.0; 1,500 half-chests, common 
Shanghai packed, at Tis. 27.0.0. Re-shipments, 7,000 § chests. Stock, 
83,400 }-chests Fychow, Tienkai and Moyune, 4,700 Pingsuey, and 2,500 
Shanghai packed, in all, 40,600 packages. 

Hankxow.—Advices dated 19th November state that 3,400 chests black 
tea had been settled during the fortnight, and 3,500 chests gent forward to 
Shanghai on native account. The prices paid were about the same as last 
mail, the tendency of the market being in favour of sellers. There were 
only 700 chests in stock, and future receipts will be very trifling. Quo- 
tations :—Oopacks, common to fair, tls. 13.2.5 to 15.5; Oonams, com- 
mon, tls. 11.2.5 to 12. 

Kivk1ana.—Black Teas: 8,500 packages Ningchow and Hohow had 
arrived during the fortnight, all being at once sent on to Shanghai. 
Green Teas: The arrivals during the fortnight comprised 32,500 half- 
chests. The teamen were very firm early in the fortnight, but towards 
the close of business seemed more ready to meet buyers. Some 10,000 
packages remained in stock, not more than 40,000 more being expected for 
the season. 

Foocnow.—Congous: There has been a moderate business during the 
fortnight. No change is reported in prices, though Teas with an ap- 
proach to any flavour (of which very few now remain) may be called 
worse value. Teas still lay down over latest London quotations’ Oolong: 
The news from America having kept buyers back, only one small parcel 
has been settled, andthe teamen will now have to submit to lower prices. 
Congou: Settlements reported are 9,868 chests, 13,246 half-chests and 
618 boxes, at Taels 4.5 to 18.5; say 2,757 chests and 2,762 half-chests 
at Taels 4.5 to 12.5 for Dust and Broken Leaf’, 4,289 chests, 5,395 half- 
chests, and 148 boxes, at Taels 12 to 15 for Common to good Common ; and 
2,822 chests, 5,982 half-chests, and 470 boxes at Taels, 16 to 18.5 for 
Flavoury to good flavoury. Souchong: On tine (1st crop), 306 chests at 
Taels 30 Common to fair, 388 chests at Taels 16.5 t0 19.5. Pekva: Fair 
mixed leaf, 100 chests at Taels 26.5. Ovlong: (rood cargo to superior, 
1,136 half-chests at Taels 21 to 24. Scented: Fair, 270 boxes at 
Taels 21. 

Canton.—A limited business has been transacted during the fortnight, 
and prices may be quoted unchanged. Stocks of Country Congous are 
slightly increasing, while stocks of Canton leaf are rapidly decreasing. 
Country Congous: About 1,000 packages have arrived, and the only 
settlement since the last advices has been part of a chop, about 300 half- 
chests, at Tls. 22, for repacking purposes. The present stuck is about 8,000 
packages or 16 chops, for which the teamen continue extremely firm. 
Country Greens: There is no change whatever to notice in these kinds. 
Canton-made-Teas : About 1,500 boxea district Congou have been taken 
at from 21 to 28 Taels; all available leaf for this class of ‘Tea is now ftind- 
ing its way to Macao, where prices continue to advance. Of Scented 
Orange Pekoe some 4,000 boxes have been placed, and of Scented Caper 
3.000 boxes; the present stock of the former is estimated at 16,000 boxes, 
and of the latter about 14,900 boxes. Gunpowders have attracted rather 
more attention then usual, about 3,500 boxes having been booked during 
the fortnight, with a stock remaining at market of about 16,00U boxes. 

SILK. 

= Yokxouama.—The arrivals this fortnight have been considerably in ex- 
cess of the settlements, and the gradual increase of the stock, which is 
estimated at from 1,200 to 1,500 piculs against 500 last year same date, 
is a favourable feature in the position of the market. The news received 
by the European mails of 11th and 1Uth September and the Pacific mail 
of October have rendered buyers in general very diffident, and purchases 
on a moderate scale have been effected at reductions of $10 to 80 for My- 
bash and Koshiu on last quotations. Holders of Oshiu remain firm. The 
settlements of the fortnight consist of 220 piculs of Hank Silks, 40 of 
Koshiu, and 40 of Oshiu and other Bilks, say in all 800 piculs, ‘Total 
settlements since the beginning of the season amount to about 3,500 bales, 
against 5,900 in 1856-7, and 5,600 in 1865-6 same period. The quota- 
tions are:—Myba-h and Sinchu, Extra, $820 to 850; Best, $780 to 810; 
Medium, $72u to 760; Inferior, $650 to 710.  Oshiu, Extra, $810 to 
830; Best, $460 to 800; Medium, 700 to 760; Inferior, $620 to 670, 

SHancuai.—But little alteration has to be reported in the silk market 
since Jast report, and quotations remain as before. Arrivals from the 
country on native account are mostly composed of inferior classes, and if 
the paucity of good silk is any criterion of a short supply, the indication 
of such scarcity is now very marked. Settlements of China silk for the 
fortnight 1,900 bales. 

CanTon.—Moderate settlements have continued during the fortnight ; 
the sixth crop has arrived at market and a small supplementary crop may 
yet be expected, but stocks of the finer classes are all at market, and the 
season may virtually be said to be drawing to a close; the seventh crop 
being composed chiefly of the coarser kinds.

THE CIVIL SERVICE FOR CHINA AND JAPAN. 
[To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.] 


S1e,—The system which is followed in the selection of persons destined 
for the Civil Service in China and Japan is confeasedly of the greatest im- 
portance. The acquirement of the language is acknowledged to be a work 
of the most serious difficulty, requiring not only aptitude but extreme 
perseverance, and that for a lengthened period. To perform their duties 
efficiently, our consuls and their assistants, the interpreters, and others 


ought all to master the subject; for, without the power of both speaking. 


and writing the native languaycs, how can the interests of British subjects 
in those countries be attended to properly? Both the Chinese and the 
Japanese pride themselves upon the beauties and retinements of their lan- 
guages, and cannot but look with contempt upon those who, as agents of 
the Imperial British Government, are 30 much below their own scholars in 
attainments, and are always dependent upon native help in the transaction 
of businese. 


And this will be so as long as the Civil Service Commissioners—insti- 
gated by the Foreign-otfice—entirely set aside the consideration of any 
acquirement which an enterprising candidate may possess in either of those 
languages. The excuse for this will be that there is no one to teach Chinese, 
and no one to examine those who may possess this knowledge. But the 
former of these pleas is groundless, for the Council of King's College, on 
the urgent recommendation of Sir George Staunton, appointed a Professor 
of Chinese twenty years ago, and has supported that Chair ever since. And 
the Council of University College had a similar professor for some years, 
until his death, when it was felt to be uscless to appoint another, 
as no pupils and no encouragement were forthcoming ; and in that institu- 
tion is buried a most valuable library of Chinese literature, utterly uselcss, 
because never wanted. As for the want of an examiner, why could not 
the employes of the Government—some of whom are always on leave in 
this country—be requested to prepare examination papers for candidates ? 
There is no reason on the side of the Commissioners in neglecting this im- 
portant item of their requirements for the Civil Service in China. Plain 
handwriting, proper spelling, the first four rules of arithmetic, with a 
smattering of French and Latin displayed in making translations, are very 
well to begin with; but the China service requires a knowledge of Chinexe, 
just as mach as the India service requires a knowledge of Sanscrit ; 
and if we are to avoid complications and misunderstandings with 
these peoples we cannot dispense with such knowledge. An English- 
man can, of course, learn Chinese as well as a Chinaman if he only 
begin betimes and have sufficient nerseverance; and if, instead of 
discountenancing the study of Chinese, the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners were to require it as a supplementary subject of examination — 
with which might be joined international law and law procedure for 
consular courts—to be passed six months or a year after the ordinary or 
preliminary examination, the most bencticial results must soon become appa- 
rent. The youth would tind when he arrived at his post that he had a con- 
siderable knowledge of his subject, and that it was not that dry and diffi- 
cult study which he imagined. Tho Chinese and the Japanese have 
not thought it an unnecessary arrangement to found imperial colleges for 
the expreas purpose of studying the languages and sciences of Europe 
under European professors, and if we are to keep pace with these semi- 
civilised nutions we ought to exact from our agents in the East, before 
their appointment, some satisfactory knowledge of these languages. 


The unreasonableness of the present system has been impressed upon 
my mind by a recent case in which a young man, who had for cighteen 
months devoted himeelf diligently to the study of Chinese, and according to 
the judgment of his teacher bad done so with great success, had been de- 
barred from an appointment becaure he was nvt allowed to display his ac- 
quirements, for the Civil Service Commissioners cansidered them of ao 
value whatever. I have deemed the subject worthy of an appeal to your 
powerful agency, and I shall be pleased if you think these remarks gnit- 
able fur insertion in your admirable paper.—I am, Sir, yours, &c.,

CHINA CLAY IN PIECE GOODS. 

In our issue of December 28 we briefly noticed the trial of 
Mody v. Gregson for damage to shirtings in consequence of 
contaiving deleterious matter. The opinions of Baron Bram- 
well are so very decided that we give them in full :— 


The learned Judge, in summing up, said he quite agreed that this 
was an important case. The amount at stake was very considerable, and 
it affected the character of the defendant, who was charged with what he 


adding matter to his goods in order to increase the weight, so that the cus- 
tomer might pay for a weight which he really did not receive, the customer 
supposing that he was receiving 7lb. of the article when one-seventh wes 
useless material. Under the circumstances, be thought an indictment for 
obtaining money under false pretences could not be maintained; but he 
was pretty sure that an indictment for conspiracy could be, if it could be 
proved that the manufacturer of the goods adulterated the goods in the 
way imputed in the case, and then employed somebody privy to it to sell 
them to another party who had no knowledge in the matter. Those per- 
sons would find themselves iu a very unfavourable position if they found 
themselves indicted for a conspiracy to defraud. The case was also a very 
important one, so far as the honour of the British manufacturer and mer- 
chant was concerned, and, therefore, he had been sorry to have heard 
references to the “poor” manufacturer during the progress of the case. 
However, counsel must never be supposed to be speaking their own 
opinions ; they were only doing that which was their duty to do, namely, 
advocating the cause of their client, and putting forward auch topies as 
might reasonably be supposed to serve him, leaving them to be judged of 
by those who had to express an opinion upon the matter. But he could 
not for his own part understand how it could be tolerated that any mag 
could commit such a fraud as that imputed in this case, and suppose that 
aman had aright to say “I profess to sell you 7lb. weight of cotton 


| tugether with such starch as is necessary to use for the purpose of manu- 


factare, and in the 7lb. there is 1lb. of useless clay, which I have only pus 
ia in order that I may weigh it, and get a price from you which I would 
not otherwise have got.” Such a thing as that was a gross fraud, and ia 
his opinion, if committed by one man in collusion with another both would 
have committed a criminal offence ; and he trusted the time would never 
come when it would be supposed to be a lawful proceeding on the part of 
any British or foreign tradesman. The jury might take the law from him, 
and it would no doubt commend itself to their good sense—that if he 
bought a thing by sample, so far as the sample enabled him to judge, hs 
must be content if the thing correspunded with the sample; but tbere was 
in point of law superad-ied to that the duty tbat the article when suld oy 
the manufacturer should be of merchantable quality, and if the sample 
did not enable one to say whether it were so or not, and it turned out not 
to be so, then you were entitled to say, ‘Though the guods correspond 
with the sample you showed me, they are deficient in that which I am 
entitled to demand, namely, merchantableness, and I have a right of action 
against you.” That being the case the jury bad to consider in this 
case whether the goods were merchantable when they were sold to the 
plaintiff. “ Mercbantable” meant not merely that if it had been thought 
fit to put the goods to what night be called the consumer's use, it could 
have been done so at the time, but also that they should be fit to encounter 
those ordinary circumstances which befel such articles. It would not do 
for a man to say he sold some wine, which would have been good enough 
if bought in a week after the sale, but which would have spoiled if kepta 
month. That would not be a merchantable article, supposing the defeat 
was attributable to the mode in which it was manufactured. So here, if 
the man bought goods which he might either cut up into shirts at bome in 
England, or export to a hot climate, and which, according to the custom 
of the trade, he might keep there, the article was not merchantable unless 
it was capable of undergoing all those vicissitudes; and if, from the vigs 
of its manufacture, it would not do so, it was not a merchantable article. 
So if these goods had been cut up and turned into clothing in England at 
the very moment when they were bought, they might never have rotted, 
and the plaintiff's damage might have been trifling indeed, but he wonid 
still be entitled to say it was not a merchantable article when syld. 
The first question the jury had to consider was whether this was a mer- 
chantable article. But was it a question at all? Had the jury any doubt 
that these goods when they were sold contained 144 per cent. of China 
clay? It was positively sworn to by three gentlemen of undoubted com- 
petenc2., ‘The defendant no doubt, upon being called, had said, “I am in 
the habit of putting in such a quantity of China clay a3 would have given 
instead of 1340z. about 240z. in 112.” He then said it was his habit and 
practice. If so, these pieces of grey shirting must have been an excep- 
tional lot. ‘The defendant had not ventured to say that the witnesses 
called on the part of the plaintiff were mistaken in their analysis, but he 
said his habit and practice was to pursue the course he had described in 
the composition of his size; but supposing that no misfortune had hap- 
pened in the admixture of the ingredients, then 1t was a question for the 
jury whether they believed the evidence of the scientific witnesses called 
for the plaintiff in preference to the defendant's own account. If abupt 
one-seventh in weight of the cloth was, what by Mr. Gregson’s own ac- 
count would be worthless rubbish, added to it, wag it a merchantable 
article? If, according to the defendant’s own account, 24 ounces would be 
rubbish and would be added to the weight of the cloth, and only * im- 
proved” it by making it according to the evidence of Mr, Hadfield, 
“cheaper,” then he (the learned baron) would recommend that the sellers 
of this cloth should say to their customers, ‘ere is so much cloth, and 
here is 80 much clay, and together they come to 7lb.” The question was, 
after all, was this a merchantable cloth?” If it was, then the verdict 
must be for the defendants; if not, then it should be for the plaintiff. Jt 
had been observed that, if these goods were kept by the plaintiffs in Cal- 
cutta on account of its being a falling market, and they fetched a less pri¢s 
when they were sold than they would have done if sold oriyinally, then 
part of the Joss was not attributable to defect in the manufacture uf the 
goods, but to the full in the market. That was ao reasoogble apd plein 
that he (the learned baron) would direct the jury, in point of law, fo 
find that. ;

HONG KONG GRIEVANCES. 

Eaca successive mail from Hong Kong brings us accounts of 
bad trade, houses untenanted, heavy taxation, and, in short, a 
general decadence in the business of the place. The Chinese, 
it is said, are leaving by thousands disgusted with the leygisla- 
tion of the Governor Sir Richarp MacDonnewt, The grievances 
of the colonists have accumulated to such an extent that it has 
been considered desirable to form an association to protect them- 
selves against further exactions. The police and lighting rate 
amount, we believe, to the enormous impost of about ten per 
cent., and this too upon unfenanted buildings. The rate is levied 
on the landlord, and no matter whether he has gvod or bad, or 
no tenants at all, he is compelled to pay quarter after quarter 
this impost. People in England really cannot believe that 
such a monstrous injustice should be perpertrated in an 
English colony, and if the colonists submit to this without 
appealto the tribunals of the mother country they cannot 
expect but that further exactions will follow. Rents 
are by no means in a flourishing condition ; the rentals of China 
shops in the best part of the Queen’s-road and adjacent are, we 
understand, reduced by about one-half. To add to the hard- 
ships now being endured by the owners of property, the Go- 
vernment have called upon them to rebuild the Praya on the 
sea front, which has been seriously damaged by the late 
typhoons. Now, if we remember rightly, this Praya was under- 
taken by the owners on the understanding that they would 
only build it and not undertake to keep it in repair; and 
we think the Oriental Bank were the first to lay down these 
conditions, which other lot-holders followed. In proof of this, 
the Praya was built on plans and specifications drawn up by the 
GovernMENT Surveyor, the owners not even being permitted 
to construct it after their own fancies, but must spend their 
money to Government order. No Governor has ever succeeded 
in pleasing the Chinese or Europeans, but certainly no Governor 
has, in the same space of time, arrived at the perfection 
to which Sir Ricuarp MacDonne.u has in interfering with the 
comfort of the residents. There are many reasons to account 
for it. Under Sir Hercu.es Ropiison things were made pleasant 
by a full Treasury, but by a corresponding expenditure or outlay 
on upproductive sources, such as the Mint and the Jail on 
Stone-cutter’s Island—the latter costing about $200,000—the 
Treasury was speedily emptied, and the goose which laid the 
golden eggs had flown. The manner in which the first land 
sales at Kowloong were conducted put a death-blow to its 
creating powers, and the place is now an unproductive ruin, 
the speculators who run up the prices having gone the way of 
all speculators, and the Government are powerless, as the 
respectable Chinese who were invited to bid returned to Canton 
and Macao, vowing not to be again cajoled by a Hong Kong 
Governor. We have already said it is monstrous to squeeze 
out of the revenue a sum for the outlay of such an affair as 
the Mint, and the colonists must devote their examination to 
the expenditure—the revenue will be found ample for all legiti- 
mate purposes. The GoveRNoR must now see that the reins 
have been drawn tight enough, and that if the strain be kept 
up the respectable Chinese will migrate to Canton and Macao, 
and leave the English colony to feed on the English and not 
on them, Property in Macao by daily purchases has already 
gone up considerably, while at Hong Kong it is all the other 
way. 








FRENCH EXPLORATIONS IN CAMBODIA. 


A serics of Parliamentary papers has just been published, 
relative to the proposed route, via Rangoon, to Western China. 
Details have already appeared in these columns of the com- 
mencement of the survey, the suspension of it, owing to the 
great cost of the propused railway and the fear of a coliision 
with Burmah, and the unavailing efforts made through various 
chambers of commerce to induce the Government to resume 
operations. The present papers, however, throw some light on 
the efforts of the French to bring the China trade down the 
Cambodia river, and on that subject the following extract is 
interesting :— 

The French are disposed to compete with us for the trade of Western 
China, and may be beforehand of us. An influential French mission was 
despatched from Saigon more than a year ago to proceed along the course 
of the Cambodia. ‘This party, which maintains considerable dignity in its 
style, consists of five officers, with a European staff of 25 persons and a 
guard of 100 Annamite soldiers, As they have spent 12 months in the 
leisurely ascent of the Cambodia to Kyang-Hung, it is supposed that they 
have been busy politically among the semi-independent chiefs on the bank. 
It was believed that from Kyang-Hung they had turned to the north-west, 
or possibly due west, intending to strike the Irrawaddy at Bhamo. The 
native States on the lower portion of that river are partly tributary tc 
China and partly‘to Cochin-China, but as Kyang-Hung is reached they are 
nominally under Burmah. The French could quickly assume ander their 
protection the lower chiefs, but the point they must have in view is to 
enter into communication with the Shan State of Kyang-Hung. This 
reaches eastward to China Proper, and through it runs the main route of 
Chinese traffic westward to the Takaw Ferry, and into the trae Burman 
Shan States. The position of the town of Kyang-Hung itself, in fact, is 
such that it commands the line of trade from the westward to China proper, 
and to the southern portion of Yunan. A great deal depends on the capa- 
bilities of thej Cambodia river; for navigation. It is believed that there 
are rapids in in its course, which may require transshipment of goods in 
the upper portion of its course between Saigon and Kyang-Hung; but 
agaiust such obstacles on that route we have to compare the long land 
journey from Kyang-Hung to the Irrawaddy. The traffic on the lower 
portion of the Cambodia river is understood to have been considerable 
in the earlier times, but it bas almost ceased since the destruction of 
Wint-Chian or Chandapoori in the beginning of the century by the 
Siamese. 


WE have from time to time noticed the progress made with 
the works of the Suez Canal—an undertaking which, as it ap- 
proaches completion, possesses increasing interest to those in- 
terested in our means of communication with the East. The 
engineers of the canal have now issued their report on the 
state of the works on the 30th of November last, They cal- 
culate that at that date 32,562,631 cubic metres of earth, &c., 
had been raised, out of a total of 74,112,130 cubic metres to 
be extracted, leaving 41,549,499 cubic metres still to be dealt 
with. The number of dredgers at work at the close of Novem- 
ber was 39, and 21 others remained to be set to work ; it was 
expected that al] these would be in operation by the close of 
December or the commencement of the current month. The 
number of workmen employed at the end of November was 
8,340, of whom 5,980 were engaged in the Suez division 
which comprises the last twenty-eight miles of the canal. Five 
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of the dredgers were at work in the Port Said basin, six in 
the Port Said division of the canal, fourteen in the El-Guiser 
division, ten in the Ismailia division, and four in a basin which 
is being formed at Suez. 





WE understand that a further reference to Hong Kong has 
been found necessary, before a decision can be arrived at in the 
case between the Curer Justice of Hong Kong and Mr. 
Poiiarp, Q.C., who returns to Hong Kong by an early mail. 
Sir Bewson Maxwgt, the Chief Justice of the Straits Setile- 
ments, will proceed to Singapore next month. 





THE GOVERNOR AND THE PRESS AT SINGAPORE. 
i The following letter on this subject has been received :— 


Srr,—In your remarks on the ‘‘ Freedom of the Press at Singapore” you 
attribute blame to Colonel Ord for excluding the representatives of the 
press from the meetings of the Legislative Council of the Straits Settle- 
ments. In justice to the party accused, I have to state that I fear you 
have been misinformed on the subject. Nobody has been, to my knowledge, 
prevented from attending the meetings, and the members of the press have 
been accommodated with seats, &c., whenever they have attended, which I 
may add was, in my experience, very seldom. 

The subject of the press was mooted by myself at the first meeting of 
the Legislative Council, and it was considered, after some discussion, that 
it would be best that the secretary should draw up a sbort statement 
of the proceedings of each meeting, which should be forwarded to the 
editors of the respective papers. 

In coming to this decision the Governor and Council were guided by 
local experience, and the editors have themselves to blame if they are dis- 
satisfied with the result, but the apathy shown by them in the case of the 
Manicipal Committee, whose meetings they have never attended, and the 
absence of a shorthand writer or anybody fitted to draw up a correct 
report, rendered it obligatory to adopt the course which has hitherto been 

ursued. 
: I may add that on the arrival of a shorthand writer at:Singapore, and on 
mentioning that matter to Colonel Ord, he expressed to me his willingness 
to afford him every facility in his power —Your obedient servant,

Continental Intelligence. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Jan. 6. 

The political events which have happened since the last mail started are of 
high importance. As I said in my former letter, the sitting of the States- 
General was closed, after the First Chamber had approved of the credit 
laws aod some Bills of local interest. Since a new Minister for Justice has 
been appointed, viz., Mr. W. Wintgens, Member of the Second Chamber 
for Delft, to fill the place of the late Mr. Borret. The Ministry had done 
its utmost to find a Catholic willing to accept this portfolio, but all those 
who were sounded refused, so that the Cabinet was brought to the neces- 
sity of engaging a Protestant. Our population being two-fifths Roman 
Catholics, they require that at least one member of the Ministry should 
belong to the Roman Church, in order that a watch may be kept over its 
interests. When the Roman religion is not represented in the Cabinet it 
loses the support of the Catholic Members of the States-General, and of 
the electors too. This last fact is one of the highest importance for the 
Gabinet. The King having declined to accept the demand for dismissal, 
which was tendered by all the members of the Ministry after the Budget 
for Foreign Affairs was rejected, the Second Chamber was to be dissolved, 
and an appeal made to the country. Under these circumstances, of 
course the Cabinet needed the aid of the Roman Catholic electors, who 
without doubt should join the Liberals at the forthcoming elections, when 
a Protestant should be appointed Minister of Justice, which department 
is also charged with the administration of that religion, since the depart- 
ment of Public Worship was abolished, in 1860, by Thorbecke, in order to 
come gradually to a Free Church in a Free State. 

The actual Cabinet not being able to find a Roman Catholic willing to 
accept 8 portfolio, did not know another medium through which to content 
the Catholics than to revoke the Royal decrees of 1860, and to re- 
establish the department of Public Worship, and in consequence thereof 
Mr. A. F. X. Luyben, M.P., is appointed Minister for the department of 
Roman Catholic Worship, and Mr. C. T. Baron van Lynden van Sanden- 
burg Minister for other religions. The day after these sppointments were 
gazetted the Royal decree, by virtue of which the Second Chamber was 
dissolved, appeared in the Staats Courant. 

But not only were the Roman Catholics contented with this measure, 
the orthodox Protestant party is also highly satisfied with it, because it 
has now become more probable that the law about primary instraction will 
be altered in such a manner as is wished for by the ultra-Protestant and 
the Roman Catholic parties, viz., that the liberal law excluding sect 
schools will be abolished, and that sect schools will be re-established. So 
much is certain, that of the nine Ministers there are four who will support 
such an alteration of this law. ; ; 

The elections for the new Chamber will take place on the 22nd of 
January, and when re-elections are necessary the 4th of February is fixed 
for them. I need not say that an extraordinary agitation prevails 
throughont the country as to the result of the elections, 1 think it very 
doubtful whether the Liberals will again succeed in gaining the majority 
in Parliament, now that they have to fight against the monster league of 
the Roman Catholics, ultra Protestants, and Ministerialists. When the 
elections turn out in favour of the Ministry it is more than probable that 
a press law will at once come in force, in order to oblige the Liberal papers 
to keep silence about Government matters. And, indeed, the tone of 
some papers is 20 libellous, so insulting and affronting to the Cabinet, and 
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even to the Royal Family, that they hand the motives to the Ministry to 
re-establish the censorship. 

Immediately after the King had declined to receive the resignation of 
the Ministry a deapatch was sent to our ambassador at Paris, to the effect 
that our Government accepted, without the least reserve, the invitation 
for a conference. 

Some days ago the reply of the Minister (Memorie van beantwoording) 
to the section report about the Budget for India was published. The 
Minister showed by it that he is a pur sang conservative. He wishes to 
maintain the system of culture, and even the services, to the India heads 
abihcnaaa because he thinks the native population not yet ripe for 

ree labour. The Minister is of opinion that under the actual circum- 
stances the sources of income must be maintained, and that it is highly 
desirable to raise the income of those sources. I think that these declara- 
tions will be read in India with the deepest regret. Indeed, the Conserva- 
tives seem to be blind to the wishes of India, notwithstanding that even 
the conservative Governor-General felt himself obliged to acknowledge 
that India could not be governed after a conservative rule, 

The Trading Company has opened for the first time a public inscription 
for freights to convey produce from Java to Dutch ports. The profit 
of this measure for the Government is calculated to be 300,000f., and so 
it is quite superfluous that our shipowners are grambling, and in the first 
place those whose ships are of small charter, because they want higher 
rates of freights than those who build large ships. The managers of in- 
surance companies are grumbling too, because the Government now insures 
for its own account 300,000f. on every cargo from the East. A very small 
sum is of course left to the companies when the insurance regards a small 
ship, which offers a very small risico, and very large sums are left to 
them, when with ships of large charter the risico is enormous. The ques- 
tion, if it should not be the most profitable way to thank the Trading Com- 
pany for its insurances, is now spoken of in the papers. 

Our men-of-war and maritime magazines will be provided with breech- 
loaders. 

For some days intense cold has provailed. The thermometer marks 
27 deg.; the rivers are all frozen and shipping is totally interrupted. 

A general promotion was gazetted amongst the functionaries of the 
State telegraph. The minister fixed the price for single telegrams of 20 
words at 30 cents instead of 50 cents as hitherto. 

Honourable mention has been awarded by the jury of the World Ex- 
hibition of Paris to Messrs. Maintz and Co., of Batavia, for tobacco. 

The contributions on behalf of the Pope amount now to about 150,000f.

HAMBURG, 


(FROM OUR OWN CORKESPONDENT.) 
Hampure, Jan. 7. 

Baron von Annerstedt, first lieutenant in the Swedish navy, whose ap- 
pointment to a special diplomatic and commercial mission to the Far East 
I noticed in my last letter, after making a round of visits to the different 
ports in Sweden, is now doing the same in Norway, to ascertain the wishes 
of the merchants preparatory to starting on his mission to China. 

The Danish official gazette, Departements-Tidende, publishes the original 
text in the Dutch language, with a translation in Danish, of the treaty of 
amity, commerce, and navigation concluded at Yedo between Denmark and 
Japan, the document being signed by Mynheer de Graeff van Polsbroek, 
the Dutch political agent and Consul-General in Japan, on the part of the 
King of Denmark, and Sibata Hionga no Kami, Koerimoto no Kami, and 
Okoebo Taliwaki, the Japanese special commissioners, The treaty secures 
many manifest advantages to the Danish merchants if they know how to 
profit by the atipulations it contains, and which have been obtained at the 
triding cost of a distribution of three or four decorations of the Order of 
the Dannebrog, whilst the expense of a special embassy, with a Danish 
squadron, has been saved, it being at one time proposed to send out a costly 
expedition, to defray the expenses of which the Government asked the 
Parliament for the sum of 100,000 rixdalers, but which was refused by 
the Legislative bodies. 

On the 1st inst. many alterations came into operation here, the prin- 
cipal one being the fusion of all the different post-offices in Germany, 
the department being now carried on for account of the Federal Govern- 
ment, the Postmaster-General being Chancellor of the Confederation, 
Count von Bismark. At the same time all the multitudinous rates of 
postage of the different separate States with their cumbersome and anti- 
quated regulations and different monetary systems have ceased altogether, 
and are replaced by a modernised set common to all. Not the least im- 
portant alteration is the introduction of one single uniform rate of postage 
of one groschen for a half-ounce letter, and two groschens for a double 
letter, being any weight under a puund, if prepaid; if not prepaid, there is 
an additional charge of a groschen asa tine, without reference to the weight 
of the letter. ‘These rates are to be charged on letters for all distances, 
and as the Confederation bas concluded postal treaties with Austria and the 
States of South Germany, a letter may now be sent for a groschen, which 
is 1 1-4d. sterling, from Memel to the frontiers of Belgium and France, and 
from Hamburg to Trieste, and even to the frontiers of Greece and Turkey. 
For the collectors of postage stamps it may be edifying to learn that the 
etamps issued by the different States are put out of circulation and replaced 
by a new very simple stamp without any coat of arms, bearing the legend 
“ Bundes-Postbezirk,” for which the old stamps may be exchanged or 
the nominal value returned. Stamped envelopes are also issued, a small 
charge being made in addition to the groschen stamp to cover the expense 
of the paper. This is the only part of the arrangement that is open to 
criticism, and it has caused already a considerable amount of grumbling, 
not so much on account of the sum charged—which is moderate enough, 
being only one pfennig or the twelfth part of a groschen—as from prin- 
ciple, it being looked on as shabby and petty. It is however to be foreseen 
that this cause of complaint will soon be removed as the new system 
becomes better understood and appreciated, and when the increase in the 
number of letters be found to make up for the deficit in the receipts by 
the great reduction of postage. In the meantime the change is accepted 
as a great boon and most welcome New Year's gift to the German nation. 
Treaties are being negotiated with other countries for a corresponding 
reduction of international postages, some of which—Switzerland and the 
United States of America for instance—have already been concluded and 
have come into operation. It isto be hoped that they will also soon be 
oncluded, as some anomalies have arisen in consequence; thus as an ex- 
ample I may mention that a letter from any part of Germany to New 
Orlears or California costs at present less than a letter from Hamburg to 
London. 

Several of the hitherto Prussian Consulates, mostly in the Levant, have 
now become Federal ones for the whole of North Germany. The only 
alteration made in that respect hitherto in the Far East is the appointment 
of Herr von Brandt to be Federal Consul-General in Japan, with his 
official residence at Yedo. 

COMMERCIAL. 

Partly in consequence of the holidays and partly owing to the frost, 
business is confined to the execution of the most pressing orders. An 
alteration in the quotations is not observable. The natural consequence 
of this dulness in the produce market is a great abundance of money, 
which is chiefly employed in discounting at very low rates, whilat the 
quantity of silver in the Bank is about a million and a half marks banco 
more than last week, 

SHIPPING. 

The Hamburg barque Juno has been placed on the berth for Shanghai 
(in addition to the other vessels loading, as reported in last letter); but as 
the frost is so severe that the navigation is suspended and the Elbe can be 
crossed on the ice, it may be a long time before any vessel can get away, 
and those that arrive have to wait at Cuxbaven for the reopening of the 
navigation. 
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According to a Customs’ return of bonded goods on the 
30th of November last, it appears that the quantity of Tea in 
bond was then 70,411,984 Ibs., against 78,678,30-4 lbs. in 1865, 
and 95,602,672 lbs, in 1866. Of Coffee there were 43,688,730 
lbs. in 1867, against 30,540,545 Ibs. in 1865, and 32,205,685 
lbs. in 1866. Sugar shows an increase of 60,000 cwt. as com- 
pared with last year ; and Tobacco a decrease of soma 6,600,000 
Ibs. The deliverics for home consumption during the month 
of November wero as follows :—Tea, 14,757,591 lbs, against 
8,985,850 lbs., and 8,985,211 Ibs. in 1865 and 1866. Coffee, 
1,425,178 Ibs, against 1,821,818 lbs, and 1,674,499 Ibs. in 
1865 and 1866. Sugar, 1,010,776 \bs., against 745, 315, and 
1,027,225 lbs. in the two previous years. 


The Economist says there is no essential change either i in the 
immediate or prospective condition of the money market. Ags 
usual during the last days of the year, there was a brisk demand 
at the Bauk by persons desirous of securing whatever may be 
the advantage of having with their bankers at Dec. 31 a larger 
balance than usual. Hence the private securities have in- 
creased by £2,500,000. There are three principal causes 
which for some time must tend to keep down the rate of dis- 
count, viz. (1) the real and general limitation of transactions 
arising from dull trade; (2) the very great reduction in prices, 
and, therefore, in the amount of capital required to hold stocks 
of goods and to give credit; and (3) the utter extinction, at 
all events for some time, of the whole class of needy and 
speculative people, whose sole business consisted in keeping 
afloat as much paper as possible at any rates that could be 
managed. A comparison between the condition of the Bank 
of England at the Ist of January, 1868, 1867, and 1866, is 
in nearly all the particulars in favour of 1868. An increase 
of £2,500,000 in the outstanding notes over 1866 tells signifi- 
cantly of the larger actual note reserves kept by country bankers, 
as compared with the former times, when every spare penny 
used to be sent up to London brokers, too often without re- 
quiring bills to be handed over in return. The events of 1866 
ought, at least, to teach country bankers the lesson of not 
trusting their spare funds on too easy terms in London. No 
profession is more useful than that of bill broker who confines 
himself to his proper functions, and by his intimate and exten- 
sive knowledge of tho real value of signatures curren! acts as 
valuable intermediary between those who supply the discount 
market with money and those who supply it with bills ; and,- 
on the other hand, no pursuit can be more dangerous than bill 
broking expanded into a “great institution of credit.” 


Our issuc of 10th Sept. last contained some strictures on 
the lamentable deterioration tbat has lately manifested itself in 
the morale of the China trade, and esp:cially on the custom of 
salting invoices ; in connection with which we alluded to a re- 
port then current that a recent invoice of Mr. Archibald Camp- 
bell’s had been so dealt with. Mr. Campbell now writes to 
deny thetruth of the charge, in thcse words:—“No such 
charge as salting an invoice was ever proved against me.” The 
italics are his own. A reference to the paragraph complained 
of will show that we did not state that we had proof of any 
such uct, but that a report to that effect was in circulation. 
This Mr. Campbell, in common with others, is quite aware of. 
Our object, however, was not to expose any particular act of his, 
but to call attention to the lax state of trade prevailing in 
Shanghai. 

Tho Atlantic Telegraph Company have issued proposals for 
the creation of £1,300,000 10 per cent. preferential capital to 
rank next to the £641,845 eight per cent. preference stocks 
now existing. The object isto bring the entire undertaking 
into one establishment by paying off the shareholders of the 
Anglo-American Company, which they have a right to do, ata 
premium of 100 per cent. Under this arrangement the capital 
will consist of £641,845 eight per cent. preference, £1,300,000 
ten per cent. preference, and £617,750 old stock, making a 
total of £2,559,595. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company's steamer 
Syria, from Southampton on the 4th inst., was—in gold, to 
Alexandria, £300; to Galle, £372; in silver, to Shanghai, 
£10,645. Total in gold £672; in silver, £10,645. 


The following, on the prospects of the cotton trade, is from 
the Circulay of Mesara, Heugh, Balfow, ang Co., Manchester :— 
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The consumption of 1868 cannot materially exceed the consumption of 
1867 ; if, then, the supply of 1868 shall materially exceed the supply of 
1867, how is it possible that even the present price can be maintained ? 
It is alleged by many persons, and there are various indications which seem 
to countenance the estimate, that the American crop of cotton grown in 
1867 will reach to nearly 3,000,000 bales. There are well-informed men 
connected with India who say that we shall havea larger supply from that 
quarter in 1868 than we have had in 1867 by at least 300,000 bales. 
From Egypt, Brazil, and smaller markets, we do not hear of, nor antici- 
pate, any material change from the preceding year. If these expectations 
concerning the two great supplying sources should be realised even to one- 
half their extent, it isevident that we shall have a very serious addition 
to our stock of cotton all through 1868; and if those expectations should 
be realised to their full extent, we must look forward to an increase that 
will overcome the Liverpool market. The figures would indicate a supply 
of at least 1,000,000 or 1,250,000 bales beyond the supply of 1867, and 
ths, as we have said, without the smallest appearance of an increased 
consumption. We cannot but believe, therefore, that, as 1868 advances, 
we may see lower prices in Liverpool than we have seen in 1867. 

The biddings for Government bills on India took place atthe Bank 
of England, and 12 lakhs and a half were allotted to Calcutta. The 
minimum price was fixed at 1s. 103d. on Calcutta and Madras, and 
tenders at and above that price received in full. No tenders on Bombay 
were invited. Though the official minimum was fixed at $d. lower than 
on the last occasion, £75,000 of the bills offered remaia over unplaced, 
thus indicating a further diminution in the demand for the means of re- 
mittance to the East. 

At the meeting of the Egyptian Commercial and Trading Company 
(Limited) the directors’ report was adopted. The chairman expressed his 
regret that, owing to the depressed state of commercial affairs in Egypt, 
the directors had not been able to realise the assets of the undertaking, and 
that they could not consequently submit any proposal to the meeting for 
a further division of the capital. He expected, however, that in the 
course of the next few months the liquidation will have proceeded more 
satisfactorily, and that by next May a large portion of the debts due to 
the company will have been paid in. 

The Ocean Marine Insurance Company have resolved to recommend, 
at their annual meeting on the 30th inst., a bonus of 203. per share, and 
5s, per share interest ; also that a further sum of £10,000 be added to the 
reserve fund, thereby increasing it to £60,000. The usual payment of 5s. 
per share will be made in July in each year. 

A dividend of 4s. per share, equal to 4 per cent. per annum, is to be 
recommended by the directors of the Universal Marine Insurance Company 
at the ensuing meeting. 

At the annual meeting of the proprietors of the London and Westminster 
Bank, to be held on the 15th inst., a dividend will be declared of 16 per 
cent. for the six months ending 31st December last, being at the same 
rate as for the corresponding period of the previous year, and making, with 
the 14 per cent. paid in July, 30 per cent. for the year. 

A memorial in favour of limiting the hours of London Bank labour by 
opening the various establishments at ten instead of nine o'clock A.M. is 
now in course of signature among the merchants and traders of the City. 
It is addressed to Sir John Lubbock, as chairman of the committee of 
bankers, and has already received the adhesion of a very large number of 
most influential firms, including the Lord Mayor.

Tga.—There has been a fair business done, and in most cases without 
much alteration in prices since our last. Siftings remain firm ; also broken 
leaf. Fair to good common may be quoted a shade dearer. Fair to good 
flavoury kinds as before. Good to fine Kaisowsare rather higher, also ~~ 
Pak Lings remain without alteration. Common tu fair black leaf kia 
have sold at aslight advance. Fair to good have been occasionally sald at 
a decline of about ld. per Ib. Fine have been steady at the late decliae, 
New-make Canton kinds have sold at rather beter priges. Oulonge, 
Souchongs, and Flowery Pekoes show no material alteration, business ig 
them being limited. Scented Capers have sold readily from I1jd. to led. 
for low to good qualities; Foo-chow kinds from Is. 8d. to le. Ltd. Oraage 
Pekoes remain difficult of sale. The Faochow kinds have sold fran Is. 8d. 
to ls. 11d., being a reduction of fully 2d. per Ib. on the Letter kinds. Iq 
Uncoloured Japans there has been no change. Green Tyas have not been 
so saleable, owing to heavy arrivals, and there has been a further decling 
of Id. to 2d. per Ib. in the Ping Suey kinds. Moyunes have been beitey 
supported, but the Young Hysons are quoted 1d. to 2d. per Ib. lawer. 
Canton kinds show no change. The puulic sales on the 71h comprised 
7,122 packages, of which 4,040 packages were sold, nearly all without re- 
serve. In reference to the past year, Messrs. Capel and Co. remark:— 
The trade has again, we regret to say, been unprofitable, asd wa would 
once more point out to importers that it lies with themselves to make the 
result different by spreading the export from China more in accordance 
with our monthly deliveries, but whilst they continue to compete anq 
against the other to purchase early in the season at excessive prices, and 
in quantities largely in excess of the deliveries for the time, and on arrival 
of the Teas in England press sales for fear of the large supplies to 
come in, we do not see how the result can be otherwise than 
unfavourable. The experience of the past two years involving heavy 
losses, will, we trust, be the means of bringing about a better 
state of things, especially as consumption is overtaking the supply, and 
our stocks will now gradually work down to a point more in accord- 
ance with the modern system of trade, which does not require more than 
from four to five months’ stock on hand at the end of the season, with the 
certain prospect of an export from China equal to our deliveries. The home 
trade has been fairly prosperous, for although the price of tea has grae 
dually declined, the trade, asa rule, now hold such small stocks that they 
are saved from losses of magnitude. The large increase in home con. 
sumption has also given a stimulus to this branch, the increase ia 
duty payments amounting to about 9,000,000 lbs. The export 
trade this year affords but little subject for remark. There 
has been a steady demand the greater part of the yegr, but the total 
quantity shows but little change from last year. The Russian buyerg 
have again taken a large quantity of common to fair qualities of Congou as 
well as the finer. The statistics are on the whole favourable. The im- 
ports show a considerable reduction; the total for the year being 
124,744,000 Ibs., against 139,300,000 Ibs. last year. The deliveries show 
a large linerease, the total being 143.000,000 Ibs., against 133,000,000 
lbs, The home consumption showiag nearly 9,000.000 Ibs. increase, 
whilst the exports only about 1,000,000 Ibs. Our stock ig 77.359,000 Ibs., 
against 95,600,000 Ibs.; whilst the quaatity afloat of China Tea is 
39,152,500 jlbs., against 33,429,000 Ibs ; and of India Tea 2,356,000 
Ibs., against 2,593 500 Ibs, 

81Lk.—The Circular of Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co., atates :— 
The only noticeable feature is a decided tendency to lower quotations for 
middle and common qualities, of which the bulk of arrivals consist ; on 
the other hand, fine and best Silks, particularly China and Japan, are 
very firm at the full quotations annexed. Of the past year the Silk 
trade has cause to add its word of complaint to the many 
which has attended its exit; it has been a year of unsatis- 
factory business, and generally of loss and worry to all concerned, 
for opportunities to the Importers of selling have been very few, only at 
moments when a sudden speculative start has taken place, and the oppor- 
tunity, if not there and then availed of, having been lost for weeks and 
even months afterwards—then again, tle bulk of the Imports have been 
to a heavy loss; and the speculator who was bold enough to operate hag 
had to fight against a falling market, and what is worse, at times against 
no market at all, for at periods during the year, particularly in April, 
June, and July, it was quite impossible to sell any quantity of Silk, 
owing to the gloomy and depressed state into wiich everything had 
fallen.

Jast year, as compared with 1866, notably of Black Silk Handerchiefs 
and Pongee Silks; a glance at the figures in the annexed stock ac- 
count will show the progress thus made ; good qualities of all classes have 
commanded attention, occasionally resulting in high prices, especially for 
Pongee Silks and Handkerchiefs. Damasks have again appeared in the 
statistics, but, unfortunately, the quality has not been good enough, and 
some of the patterns are not in favour at the present time; Basket and 
Old Pine are apparently the only safe styles. Damasks cannot be too 
rich in quality ; indeed, thin poor silks are very undesirable goods to im- 
port. Yellow Nankeens: Only 700 pieces were imported during all last 
year, and these in small lots. A few really fine Leat Brand goods would 
sell, if here. The deliveries from the London warehouses from Ist to 
7th instant are 412 bales China, 102 Canton, 76 Japan, and 97 Bengal ;

The following is from the circular of Messrs. French and Smith :— 

At the beginning of the past year we had to notice a great reduction in 
the value of all the important metala, and as prices were unusually low, 
hopes were entertained of improvement ; but on the contrary, all continued 
to decline, Tin only excepted, which rather improved in value. The lower 
prices have no doubt encouraged exportation, as is apparent by the Board 
of Trade returns, which show larger figures than in the year previous. 
There can, however, be little doubt that the home consumption of metals 
has fallen off, as railways and other great works have been compelled to 
buy sparingly. The rate of discount, which at the commencement of the 
year was 3} per cent., was reduced on the 7th February to 8 per cent, 
again on the 30th May to 24 per cent. and on the 25th Jaly to 2 per 
cent., at which it has since remained. 

Inox.—The consumption of Scotch has been pretty steady, but the 
price is from 2s. to 3s. per ton lower than a year since. Welsh: Rails 
and Bars have been fairly in demand, with scarcely any alteration in quo- 
tations. Staffordshire, owing to severe competition and the slackness of 
ome demand, has given way about 10s. per ton, but may be considered 
fivm at present quotations. The total shipments during the year 1867 we 
estimate 1,900,000, against in 1866 1,682,000 tons. 

Copper. —It was thought that in 1866 the price of this metal had touched 
itslowest, when English Tough was sold at £79 per ton; but last year a 
lower depth still was found, and Tough was sold as low as £74 per ton, 
which is the present quotation ; but even at this rate buyers would scarcely 
be found for large parcels.

FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 

The following is from the circular of Messrs. Stringer, Pembroke and Co. : 

“A review of the coal shipments from this country to the principal 
Eastern ports during the past year exhibits an increase of rather over 50 
per cent., say 796,000 tons, as against 627,000 tons during the year ending 
31st December, 1866. Noticeably this increase has been greatest to those 
ports which are affected by the war in Abyssinia, but the same feature, 
although in a less degree, is to be observed of other ports, and this may 
be undoubtedly traced primarily to the rapid growth of steam shipping 
which is now extending to more distant ports, and consequently large 
shipments of coals may be looked for. Nor is the development of steam con- 
fined to Great Britain, for not only are ships of war but those for mercantile 
purposes of other nations largely augmented in number and add considerably 
to the consumers of English coals. Hitherto the coals obtained in Australia, 
though the quantity has been considerable, has not affected the East Indian 
markets to any great extent, as they have not yet been found to give such 
satisfactory results for steam shipping purposes as English coals, and the ex- 
portof coals from Japan, which proved of very good quality, and which at one 
time promised to be of much service to the China ports, is for the present 
almost entirely suspended, whilst the same remark applies to the Labuan 
coals, which being of such good quality might, if more actively worked, 
be of material advantage for steam purposes in the same direction. Look- 
ing then to the foregoing facts there can be no doubt that the quantity of 
tonnage required for coals during the ensuing year will be a full average. 
At present, however, the ports above alluded to are well supplied and the 
stocks kept up with the prospect of the demand for the Abyssinian re- 
quirements, so that at the moment it cannot be expected that the inquiry 
for tonnage would be considerable, which causes a temporary depression in 
rates, yet a good outward business may, it is reasonably expected, be looked 
for during the year.
